The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's amendments and remarks have overcome the rejection of claim 13 
over Hendricks. Claim 13 and newly added claim 14 claim products which are not 
disclosed or suggested by Hendricks. The plasma treatment of the wool before treating 
with the aqueous dispersion of polyurethane results in the removal of water and the 
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formation of reactive species on the wool as claimed in claim 13 and also in the 
formation of high energy electrons, ions and high energy neutral molecules and radicals 
on the surface on the wool fibers prior to the pretreatment with the cationic polyurethane 
as claimed in claim 14. The process of Hendricks does not suggest the formation of 
reactive species on the wool prior to treatment with the polyurethane as now claimed. 
See also Merten et al., 6,103,068 which teaches the effects of treating wool with 
plasma. Tables 1 and 2 in the specification show the differences in the wool which has 
been treated with plasma and wool which has not.
